The broad expanse of the Potomac, the 
wooded beauty of the Maryland shore be- 
yond, and the combined charms of the 
grtiit trees, spacious lawns, ani flowering 
gardens of the estate itself remain to-day 
much as they were when Washington 
wrote of them. | 

The first white proprietors of this su- 
perbly located plot of land were two old 
prospectors, who hy authority of the Royal 
Governor patented it nearly 300 years ago, 
They made no effart, however, to comply 
with the provisions of the law which re- 
qiired them to place tenants on. the prap- 
erty, and m consequence ther title to 4,000 
acres reverted to the Commonwealth. 


MOUNT VERNON ONCE SOLn FOR S00 


In 1674 the patent to the land, along 
with some additional acreage, was reissued 
by Lord Culpeper to John Washington 
and Nichols Spencer. Three W ‘ashing- 
tons: held the land before it came inte 
the possession of Augustine, father of 
Lawrence and George, who purchased it 
from his sister for Sooo and built the first 
house on itabont 1734. ‘This small dwell- 
inv was burned five yeurs later, and its 
owner moved with his family to a farm 
near Fredericksburg, where he. died im

‘ Uniler the provisions of his will, the es- 
tate on the Potomac passed to Angustine's

During Lawrence Washington's master- 
ship, Mount Vernon began to assume 2 
position of some importance m the Colony. 
The able young proprictor was active im 
public affairs. Ue was appointed adjutant 
af his military district by the Royal Gov- 
emor ati several times represented his 
county in the Virginia House of Bur- 
gesses. He was also much interested in 
prejects for the colonization of frontier 
lands and served as president of a com- 
pany formed for that purpose by a prow) 
of prominent Virginians. 

Lawrence Washington died in 1762, and 
left Mount Vernon to tis infant datighter, 
Sarah, who survived her father hy only a 
few months. On her death the property 
went to George, with certain provisions as 
to the widow's rights in the income derived 
irom it. ‘This entail the new owner soon 
purchased for an antitial price of “. . 
the sum or quantity of fifteen thontsand 
pounds of tobacco in fifteen hogsheads 
~ oe « OF aS tch current money of Vir- 
winia in liew thereof as will be equal thereto 
at twelve (12) shillings and stx pence, 
current money, for every hindredweight 
of tobacco.” Before be had reached his 
majority. George Washington was the sole 
propnetor of Mount Vernon, then an es- 
tate of 2,700 acres. 

The Mount Vernon of 1752 and that 
af to-day, which is essentially as George 
Washington left it, were not much alike.

WASHINGTON FULLND) HAPPINESS -IN 

FARMING 

Like most Virginians of his day, the fu- 
ture Father of Lis Country was possessed 
of a tively tand hunger, and by gradual 
acquisition he inereased his Mlount Vernon 
property from the 2,700. actés which he 
had inherited] to a domain of approxi- 
mately 8,000 acres. 

The management of so great a holding 
presented large problems of admuinistria- 
tion, brit no man in the colonies was better 
fitted! than George Washington ta meet 
them successfully. He was by natural in- 
stinect & farmer,-and he found his greatest 
happiness in lis marriage and the care 
and development of his home, Ile wrote 
to # relative in England, soon after his 
marriage: “Lam now, I lelieve, fixed at 
this seat with an agreeable consort for 
life. Amd hope to find more happiness in 
retirement than | ever experienced amidst 
a wile and bustling world,” 

But Washington was ot content to be 
a conntry gentleman who farmed im the 
disastratis manner then generally in vogue 
in Virginia. He early. realized that ex- 
tensive and wnibroken tohncco planting was 
ruinous to the soil, and im 1765 wrote to 
Mr. Fairfax in Mngland: “¢ me course Ot 
hitshancdry in this country. and more espe- 
cally in this-State, ts: ret only exceedingly 
unprofitable, but so destructive to our 
Innis that it is my earnest wish to adopt 
a hetter. * At Mount Vernon he 
crew onty so mich tohacco a was alrsn- 
lntely necessary in an age when the scpo- 
rific leaf served as a medium of exchange. 
Wheat, corm, turmips, and tmy he raised 
extensively, porsuing a careful system of 
crop rotation and fertilizing his fields 
Tilerally. 

Mount Vernon was the first real ex- 
pertnental farm on the North American 
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Contment, Washington made of his es: 
tate an agricultural laboratary, wherein he 
put to practical application the new the- 
ones af soil cultrration and: stuck breeding 
that were then beme expounded success- 
fully in England, 

Tor vears prior to the Revolution, he 
experimented in a comparatively small 
way, and while the sttnugle for Lherty put 
an end to these activines for a time, it 
enabled him frequently to come in contact 
with the methods of agriculture used) in 
the other colonies, As a result, he ac- 
cumulated much valuable information 
which he put to good use in later years. 

His return after the war marked the 
heginning of an era of energetic effort to 
improve and beautify the piace he loved 
so well, Plants, seeds, and cuttings were 
imparted from Europe, while many more 
were teceved from friends, both at home 
and aliroad, 





THE MULE sTooD [IN HIGH FAVOR AT 
MOUNT VERNON 


In General Washington's day miules 
were not commonly used in America ani 
these that were scem to have heen of an 
inferior bread, He made earnest efforts 
to better the stock aud was greatly aided 
in his experiments along this line by two 
eifts from abroad. Lafayette sent him 
two spirited jennies and a jack from the 
Isle of Malta, while the King of Spain 


alsa made him a present of a similar trid 


of inwh-bred Spanish stock, 

In writing to his friend Arthur Young 
in December, 1768, Washington expressed 
his opinions af these animals:

WASTED TIME WAS ADHORREST TO 
GENERAL WASHINGTON 


(General Washington s capacity for the 
practical application of his advanced agri- 
cultural theories was in evidence im the 
large barn which he built on the Dogue 
Run Farm Tt was a sixteen-sided lorick 
atructure, the constraction of which he 


supervised and the plans for which he: 


drew. The bricks for it were laked on 
the estate, and among its unique features 
was-a circular threshing floor, the lcards 
of which were lan so as to leave regular 
and frequent interstices, through whieh 
the failed Gt trodden grain could fall into 
bins hail. beneath. 

A motive which probably impelled the 
master of Mount Vernon to include this 
immevation im his new harn was: fis: ab- 
horrence of wasted tine. By pirowiding a 
ood threshing place indoors, he was able 
to he independent of the weather in pre- 
paring his grain and tine it unnecessary 
for hia slaves to remain idle because of 
rain or cold, | 

lt was often difficult for Washington to 
inculcate his overseers with bis prores- 
sive Hens, One instance of this dhithenity 
necurred in connection with the use of the 
new barn and threshing floor, which 
caused the General te grow wrathy. He 
hod ardered a large part of his wheat 
stared in the barn for threshing, On re- 
turning te. the farm after a short absence 
he found that an overseer had removed 
the wheat from the barn and had had it 
trod out in the open only a few yards 
from the newly designed threshing floor. 
Histury dots net record the exact events 
that followed. 

For greater convenience, the Mount 
Vernon estate was divided mto five farms, 
ranging in size from the comparotively.

small Mansion House Farm to the River 
Farm of 227 wres, On each of these 
there were ane quarters, an wuverseer’s 
honse, and barns-and other otlaildines: 
On one of them, the Union Farm, there 
was a brick barn, which Washington de- 
scribed ina detter to Arthir Young in 
December, 1793, a5 “erjual, perhaps, tn 
any in America, and tor conveniences it 
all Sorts, particularly for sheltering and 
feeding horses, cattle, ete., scarcely to be 
exceeded anywhere, . . .” 

An overseer wis in direct charge of 
ach of these farms, nit General Wash- 
imgton did not leave the management en- 
tire: lyin their hands: At such tomes as he 

was able to be on his estate, he made daily 
rounds over the whole of it and gaye very 
Tminute and specific directions. He was a 
particularly fine horseman, and his giant 
form astride one of lis favorite mounts 
was w familiar sight in all parts:of Mount 
Vernon, for no feature of its affairs was 
too insignificant to command his persenal 
attention. When he was away from hone 
he wrote a weekly letter of instructions th 
his manager and reeened in retum a 
weekly rt. 

Even during the trying days of the 
Bevolutiia he continued the practice, and 
it was during this periid that he super- 
vised, (by post), the enlargement of the

HiSMTALITY EQOUEES A LARGER HOM! 


Just before the war General ancl Mrs. 
Wastongton fad come to the cenmeldsien 
that the demands tan them for entertain- 
ing would necessitate an enlargement of 
their residence. Work actually legan in 
the spring of i775. lot before it was more 
than well started the master was called 
away to take command af the army, His 
insman., Lind Washmyton, took over its 
nective direction, but the mterior constriic- 
ten work was not completed auntil 1786, 
after the General's return.

JHUS is how it came about. Tt had

The vacation fist since the Warld War 
has included—nsually in a furtished house 
af aur own, from which to midiate in all 
directions—the island of Nantucket: the 
Kocky Mountains in Colorado: Tht 
combe, torth Devonshire, England: Lake 
Champlatn, New York; motoring in Nowa 
Sonia; the Zea Droom (Sea Dream) 
Cottave, near Alkmaar, Netherlands; Cape 
Cod, andl an English rectory, 3 miles 
southeast of London, on the Thames. 

On our return from this last English 
vacation two frends suggested that mest 
uitne we should secure a house sufficiently 
large to accommodate a family of ten, and 
to avidicate the expense. 

Thus, in due course of time, we found 
eurselves installed in a qtiaint old Tudor 
Manor Tlouse on the Thames eight miles 
helow (oxford. ‘The family syndicate con- 
sisted of Mr. and Mrs. B., to whom, alas, 
the fates were onkind, for at the last mo- 
ment it was decreed that Mr, B. should 
hot leave the purliens of Broadway; Mr. 
and Mrs.L. and their chatming daughters, 
most excellent pals; our kinswoman, Mrs, 
F.. and her fine daughter, without whom 
our holiday could not have been half the 
sticcess it was, and our own family group 
of four—ten in all. | 


DINING IN THE HALL WHERE SHEET

The old hovse was a dream of interest: 
its ive Tudor gables, quaintly carved, the 
front stuceord in a warm cream color, 
partly covered with climbing jasmine and 
nodding tases, welcomed ts with rmure hos- 
pitality, as we slipped down the entrance 
avermue betwee clipped vews:and found 
outtelves pulling the bell cham at the 
mailed oak front door (ser page 630). 

The oldest part of the house, the ban- 
queting tall, was built in t4Ro, before 
Colimiits sailed west. The dust of cen- 
tunes has raised the ground level, se that 
now one must step down to enter. Here 


the Liird of the Manor was wont to meet 
with and dime his retainers, fraterttee 
with them at least during the first course, 
after which be retrred to the withdrawing 
(drawing) room by the stairs under the 
minstrel gallery (see illustration, poge 
632), We can fancy theatiwhile misicions 
in thei gallery, with dram, fiddle, and 
pipe, providing nusic. 

In this room justice was administered, 
and if the finger locks and mat-traps, wr 
the gallows, which the present owner de- 
molishel a few years ago, were inddica- 
tions, “it” was coming ta the affender 
found guilty, The Lord of the Manor 
had absolute power over the lives.of his 
retamers, and he was held responsitile by 
his severeign for their actions. Sheep 
stenlers were summarily hung, sometimes 
aver the beam which now carries the acety- 
lene chandelier, 

The younger metnbers of the family 
looked! for ghosts, but the nearest they 
came to finding them was a dungeon, 
which Junior ciscovered, 

The modern part of the hottse was built 
m the Elizabethan era. ‘The oak floors, 
highly polished and shppery, are on dif- 
ferent levels, indicating various exten- 
sions, atl ane literally hos to watch his 
step. The hese contains a wealth of old 
furniture, hooks, tapestries, carvings, pic- 
tures, and curios. Indeed, we were wont 
to write cur friends that we were living 
m a British museqtt. 

The staff of instde servants, six in nurm- 
her, were thoroughly efficient and polite, 
Indeed, the service and talile were as-good 
as in any hotel we know, The gardeners 
were provided in the rent, The climate 
5 highly favorble to vegetation: showers 
fall about every ten minutes! In Reading 
I noted the bronze statue of acmember of 
a well-known firm of biscuit manufactur- 
ers, represented in frock coat, top hat, and 
with an umbrella under his arm. 
The Manor gardens occupied, perhaps, 
20 acres and were laid qut with rare stall, 
and while not kept up to perfection, they
